The regular monthly meeting of 
ti.c Cuir.cil of Municipal DkT-i.t 37 
r/ao li«dd in the Town Hall on Tuco 
day r.ftenoon of this week with all 
sections of the district represented. 
The business ci the meeting was com 
menccd with the passing of the pay 
roll fer t'e month. 

The question of roads was then di3 
cussed, and the gravelled road west 
from Raymond to Welling waa re¬ 
ported an about finished and in good 
shape, r/ d greatly appreciated by 
the motoring public. Of course there 
ha3 bees criticism, but why not drop 
that now and appreciate the road. 
The other tliirga v/ill straighten them 
selves out before leng and we wll 
get over ah. of it. 

The question of the coming fall and 
winter ar.d relief work for the Town 
au:l Municipality then was discussed 
and a motion was made and passed 
unanimously that the Municipal C>*'- 
ncil r:id the Board of Trade unite i i 
pressing upon Mr. Connor, local M L, 
A., Mr. Stringhnm, M.L.A., of Card- 
ston, and the Hon. O. L. McFhcrson 
the advisability cf going through 
with this road this winter between 
hero and Craddock as an unemploy¬ 
ment proj ct, le help out the people 
of tiio district who arc going to find 
thcmsel.es out cf money ar.d out of 
work before the winter is very far 
along. Mr. 3new the Sec-Treas. of the 
District was instruccd to write the n 
sponsible parties and place this cltua 
tlon before them. 

It was cnly after due consideration 
by the members of the Council, an l 
the representation of the Board r* 
Trade that this motion was put ard 
carried. That it means the expendit 
ure of much money, goes without iwy 
iug, and this was carefully weighed 
by the body. On the othor band, 
everyhing points to the need ojf quite 
a lot of relief during the winter. Pee 
pic must have food and fuel and cloth 
ing, whether they have the wherewiih 
al to pay for them cr not, and the sit 
uation sizes up abort like this. With¬ 
out some project of this kind it may 
happen that the Councils, both town 
and Municipal will find themselves 
handing out check after check for re 
lief and getting nothing back. Wha' 
else can they do if people are co’d 
and hungry and children suffering. 
On the other hand, with seme sir 
project as this road, there will be a 
means of providing labor, and fgU 
this work (lone at about 50c on \ 
dollar to what it would cost in ord n- 
ary times and under ordinary condi' 
ions. All these things were given due 
consideration, every phase was consid 
ered. and the Council was unanimous 
in the decision to try and get things 
arranged at once so that work on this 
nf mad could be commenc, 1

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WILL YOV CO-OPERATE 

We wonder just how strong the dea 
ire is in us to help. The desire to play 
the ga nc fair so that we and every¬ 
one else can get by and carry on. 
That is the concern today, is to be ab¬ 
le to carry on and keep going until 
things improve. Will we help ourselv¬ 
es and each other to accomplish this. 

Every one now. or practically every 
one, has wheat. True the price is low. 
but we can’t help that. People who 
have the wheat, quite generally need 
to sell it to help settle accounts, and 
the question is where to get the m st 
out of it. If we could use as a med¬ 
ium of exchange it would not help any 
only as the price was improved over 
the present market. 

Now. when you see business men 
who will offer to pay 50e. per bushel 
for wheat that can only be sold for 
around 35c. t we say there is a concern 
who wants to co-operate with the far 
mer. There is a person who appreciat 
es the situation and wants to help out 
What else can you say? He is willing 
to take about 75c. on the dollar or. 
honest bills that should be paid, and 
that will be paid sooner or later. If 
you have any to turn on this account, 
and you should have, then 50c. per 
bushel is better than 35c. per bushel ! 
any day. 

There are several concerns in Ray 
mond who are offering to do this, and 
it shows a desire to help out the farm 
or by making his produce worth more 
to him. That is all we need for goad 
times, is better price for wheat. If 
some good fairy could boost the price 
to $1.00 per bushel, things would fair 
ly hum. Well this has not been done, 
but some are boosting the price about 
25 p 2 r cent and this should help. 
When these offers are made, people 
should think hard before they t :rn 
them down completely. 

It is not our purpose to try and 
toll anyone how to run their afT&ira 
We will merely say this. This is the 
time of settlement. Everyone has big 
bills and little bills. The man witj 
#whom you have the $10 bill may b< 
ji 9 t as badly in need of a little on 
that bill, as is the man With whom 
you have the $1,000 bill in need of 
$100 or so. It is a foregone conclusion 
that all the old bills cannot be paid 
this fall, but a little should be pa d 
on them if at all possible. The people 
have teen holding the sack for a long 
time now, stalling off other peopl 
whom they owe in anticipation of 
this harvest. If at all possible they 
should be remembered, if only by i 
very small payment. They would; 
know they were appreciated. 

And, in fairness to the business men 
who extend themselves almost to the 
breaking point to help us, if you owe 
n man a bill and can’t pay it. don't 
take your cash somewhere else to spe 
nd it. If you can’t pay the old accou 
nt ,at least give the man who helped 
you the benefit of your cash to work 
with to get other stock and carry on 
There are few things that hurt a bus 
iness man worse at heart, than to see 
someone whom he has help3d by ex¬ 
tending credit when the person really 
needed it, take all his cash to some 
other store, and leave tne min \vh- 
befriended him in the lurch. 

A little thought on these matters, 
and putting ourselves in the other fel¬ 
low’s place occasionally would bring 
these things to us in a much ciiiderent 
aspect than we look at them in the 
oidinary affairs of the day.

Canadian mills use at least twice 
as much as this every year, and 
Canadian consumption of manu¬ 
factured woollens equals about 
four times the clip.

This 
gives the railway company a per¬ 
centage of 52.3 of all tlie grain 
handled in that period.

AGENCY 

In working out any plan for central 
izc-d selling ns between the three pr.v 
vh.einl Wheat Pools *;n 1*81 crop, 

c* r*»in difficult ej developed which 
nade it inadvisable to attempt to 
place any such plan into op:ration at 
present, and it was therefore decided 
that each provincial Pool organization 
should work separately in purchasing 
handling and selling grain delivered 
to it. As a result of this dec*oion, the 
Central Selling Agency, which hss 
acted for the past seven years as the | 
selling agency for th3 provincial 
Wheat Pcol3 of Manitoba, Saskatchew 
an and Alberta, will not be used as 
such in the marketing cf 1931 crop. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool has now co 
mplcted its plans for carrying on un¬ 
der such reorganized basis. GrH i 
sales wi.l bo handled by a newly form 
cd commission and 3al?s‘ department, 
which set-up will function as an integ 
rfl part cf the Alberti Wheat Pocl 
and urnLr the general managership of 
It. D. Frudy. T. E. C.liver assistant 
manager, w ill have charge of all local 
sale3 in Alberta at head office in Calg 
ary. O. Z. Buchanan, formerly man¬ 
ager of the Calgary branch of the 
Central Selling Agency lia3 been en¬ 
gaged by the Alberta Wheat Fool as 
Western sales manager and will be lac 
ated at Vancouver. F. C. Folliott, for 
merly salesman with the Central 
Selling Agency at Winnipeg has been 
employed as Eastern sales manager 
and will be stationed at Winnipeg. W. 
J. Graham, an experienced grain com 
mission man, has been employed to 
take charge of the newly organized 
commission department at the herd 
office in Calgary. 

In this reorganization it has been 
necessary for the Alberta Wheat Pool 
to take over one of the seats on th<^ 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange formerly 
under control of the Central Selling 
Agency which membership is necess¬ 
ary in order to facilitate handling of 
any required hedging and marketing 
operations. 

The new provincial set-up will ope 
| ate independently of the Central Sell¬ 
ing Agency, which will cmtinu3 to 
function under the management (f 
John I. McFarland until the 1930 
crop has been disposed of.

Children have tuberculosis just aa 
adults do. They arc not born with 
the disease; they contract it after 
they are born. Providing proper care 
is taken children do not contract tub¬ 
erculosis. The

disease still occurs be¬ 
cause, either through ignorance cr 
carelessness, the necessary care is 

not taken. 

There is no mystery surrounding 
the manner in which children get tub 
erculosis. The disease is caused by n 
germ the tubercle bacillus. This germ 
can neither fly nor crawl. There is 
only one way in which it can travel 
and reach the child, and, that is by 
being carried along in the sputum 
from someone who has tuberculosis. 

The person who has active tubercul 
osis, whether or not he knows he has 
the disease has the germ of the d s- 
ease in his sputum. When he coughc 
or sneezes he spreads the gor- is. The 
saliva he leaves on cat ! ng or drinking 
utensils contains germs, his kisses al¬ 
so help to spread the diseas:. 

Children cannot protect themselve, 
they are dependent upon adults fci 
protection, consequently adults choulc 
take precautions to safeguard the 
children. Careless coughing and spitl 
ing must stop. If it is necessary to 
cough, then the nose and mouth chcu 
id be covered with a handkerchief. If 
expectoration is necessary, the mat.cr 
i&l expectorated should be properly col 
lected and destroyed by fire'. Common 
eating and drinking utecrils should 
not be tolerated and a child sho Id 
never be kissed on the mouth. 

To save children, we must becc .ie 
destroyers of germs and wo must re¬ 
fuse to do anything which a 1 wr 
these enemies to pass from one per¬ 
son to another. Tuberculosis can not 
occur if the germs of the disease are 
not spread, and the germs will not be 
spread if wc act in such a way that 
the secretions from our noses and 
mouths are not spread from us to 
others. 

When tuberculosis occurs among 
children it means that someone with
